Ousted Governor—-He Is Urg- 
ed to Run for Congress 


(By Associated Pre: 
ALBANY, N Y., Oct. 18.—William 


Sulzer has ceased to be governor of 
the state of New York. He was re- 
moved from office by the high court of 
impeachment by a vote of 48 to 12, two 
members not voting. 


Martin H. Glynn, lieutenant governor, 
was sworn in ag his successor, the 
rst in the history of the state to 
step into its high office in this man- 
ner. 

The verdict of the court was that 
Sulzer was guilty of falsification, per- 
Jury and an attempt to suppress evi- 
dence against him. Of all other 
charges he was acquitted, the court 
unanimously voting him not guilty of 
the four remaining articles of the im- 
peachment. 

By a virtually unanimous vote, also, 
the impeachment tribunal decided that 
Sulzer should not be punished by dis- 
qualification to hold office of honor and 
trust in this state in the future. This 
would have been the extreme penalty 
upder the law. 

‘The ousted executive was servd with 
a copy of the court's verdict at the 
executive mansion—christened by him- 
self “the people's house"—a few minutes 
before 6 o'clock last night. 

“GOOD, I THANK YOu. 

“Good, I thank you,” he said to the 
sergeant-at-arms of the senate, who de- 
livered the document. 

Mr. Sulzer, private citizen, will leave 
the capitol “probably on Sunday— 
where he will go he has not disclosed. 

The incoming governor issued a states 
ment in which he said his endeavor 
would be “to give the people of the 
state an honest, peaceful, progressive 
and wise conduct of public affairs.” 

“HIGH COURT OF INFAMY.” 

‘The outgoing executive issued a state- 
ment in which he denounced the tribu- 
nal which had removed him as “Mur- 
phy’s high court of Infamy.” 

“Murphy controlled the assem- 
bly and ordered the impeachment,” 
he said. “He controlled most of the 
members of the court and dictated pro- 
cedure and wrote the judgment. He was 
the judge and the jury, the prosecutor 
and ‘the bailiff.” 

“POLITICAL LYNCHING.” 

Sulzer declared his trial was a “‘po- 
litical lynching as far as the Tammany- 
ized part of the court was concerned— 
the confirmation of a deep laid politcal 
conspiracy to oust me from offlos. 

“A horse thief in frontier days,

said, “would have received a squarer 
deal.” 

He characterized the secret sessions

HUERTA 


Persistent Reports Pour Into 
Washington Saying Early 
Change in Government of 
Mexico Is.Sure to Be Made 


MR, WILSON GOLFING; 
MR, BRYAN OUT OF CITY 


Plots Against Felix Diaz Ru- 
mored—Attitude of Foreign 
Governments Causes Great 
Concern to Mexicans 


(By Associated Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Possibilities 
of Huerta’s immediate retirement de- 
manded foremost attention in the Mex- 
ican situation here today, and admin- 
istration officials were awaiting advices 
to supplement those of late yesterday 
which suggested very strongly that 
Mexico's provisional president had been 
deterred only for lack of agreement on 
a man to succeed him. 

Blanquet, minister of war, one of the 
group who acted with Huerta in the 
downfall of Madero, was mentioned as 
a successor, but not approved here. 
Diplomatists also were of the opinion 
that Blanquet was ineligible for the 
presidency because he was born in 
Spain, and the Mexican constitution de- 
mands a native born, ‘Whether Blan- 
quet could -relieve the situation with 
thé United States also was discussed. 

Reports of Huerta’s impending retire- 
ment, rumors of plots against Feltx 
Diaz, a rival presidential candidate, and 
the attitude of foreign governments 
which already have recognized Huerta 
and some of which are regarded as sym- 
pathizing with the position of the Unit- 
ed States, all served to make the pres- 
ent situation more complex. 

WILSON GOLFING; BRYAN AWAY. 

President Wilson went off to the golf 
links early, as is his week-end custom, 
and Secretary Bryan was out of the city. 

No messages had been received early 
today bearing any reference whatever to 
the rumors that Hurta had placed his 
resignation before the cabinet. Two 
long cablegrams from Charge O'Shaugh- 
nessy reaching here before te: 
scribed only general conditions in the 
Mexican capital, making no predictions. 

Despite the lack of*advices, however, 
there was a feeling of confidence of ad- 
ministration circles that Huerta was be- 
ing pressed by his friends to retire. But 
officials here admitted a change in ad- 
ministration in Mexico City was ex- 
pected. 

GREAT BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 

The attitude of Great Britain, accord- 
ing to those who know the views of the 
Washington administratton, 1s causing 
some concern. American officials show- 
ed some disappointment to learn that 
Sir Lionel Carden presented his creden- 
tials to Huerta the day after he had 
proclaimed himself as dictator. 

It had been confidently expected here 
that in line with earlier advices that 
Great Britain had extended recognition 
to Huerta as provisional president, 
pending an election, that he would not 
now be regarded as a constitutional rul- 
er in view of his nullification of consti- 
tutional restrictions. 

It is possible that diplomatic in- 
quiries may be made through Ambassa- 
dor Page as to tho intentions of the 
British foreign’ office. 


Declares Huerta’s Office as 
Legal as Roosevelt’s Was 


SPOKANE, Wash., Oct. 18.—“The 
government of Provisional Governor Hu- 
erta of Mexico is just as legal as the 
government of Roosevelt when he suc- 
ceded to the presidency after the as- 
sassination of President McKinle: 
clared Henry Lane Wilson, 
United States ambassador to Mexico, in 
an address on the Mexican situation 
at a banquet tendered him here last 
night. 

“President Wilson could recognize 
Huerta and still save his face, as he 
has been trying to do ever since,” Mr. 
Wilson continued. “If President Wilson 
does not get behind the Huerta govern- 
ment, chaos is going to come, and we 
will have to go down and take care 
of the country. We would have - to 
supervise the election and then the new 
president would be labelei as the 
‘gringo’ president. As soon as our sol- 
diers had left the country the Mexicans 
would get out their knives and we 
should have to go back again. That 
would mean controlling the country and 
the countries to the Panama canal, In- 
tervention would be all right if we 
stayed there all the time, but it would 


be bad for our morals and pocket- 
books.”” 
Discussing the Madero regime, Mr. 


Wilson said that eighty-four Americans 
had been killed in Mexico and net one 
murderer had been punished and that 
six months prior to the overthrow 


Madero the entire country wanted it, 
yet, “the death of the two Maderos 
Seems to have agitated the United 


States government more than the mur- 
der of the Americans.” 

Regarding the part he took in bring- 
ing about the making of Huerta provi- 
sional president, Mr. Witson said the 
Huerta and Diaz factions were in the 
capital ready fe_renew the bombard- 
ment, and that “while I was not so In- 
structed, I took immediate action to pre- 
vent it. No act of mine rendered such

ROME, Ga., Oct. 18—J. R. Frieks, 
of Walker county, father of Susie 
Fricks, a fourteen-year-okd girl, has 
sworn out warrants against William 
Walker, a wealthy farmer of Walker 
county, charging him with violation of 
the Mann act.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, the English militant suf- 
fragette leader who arrived here today 
tor @ lecture tour, was ordered deported 
by the immigration authorities within 
a little less than three hours after the 
vessel upon which she came had docked 

The special board of inquiry which 
decided her case voted not to admit her 
to the country under bond, but to send 
her back to France forthwith. 

MRS. BELMONT TO AID. 

Mrs. Pankhurst's lawyer, Herbert 
Reeves, announced his intention of ap- 
pealing the case immediately to Com- 
missioner General Caminettl. Pending 
decision, Reeves said he would seek 
to have his client admitted to thia 
country under bond, so that she may be 
abel to fulfill her engagement to speak 
at Madison Square Garden tomorrow 
night. 

Mrs, O. H. P. Belmont, the New York 
woman suffrage leader, who was to have 
been Mrs. Pankhurst’s host, was pre- 
pared to give bond up to $100,000 for 
Mrs. Pankhurst’s good behavior whilw 
in America. Under the ruling of the. 
special board she will not be permitted 
to do so, and Mrs. Pankhurst must re- 
main at Ellis island until deported, un- 
less the boards’ findings are reversed 
by Washington authorities.

Mrs. Pankhurst's deportation was or- 
@ered under section 2 of the immigra- 
tion law.

turpitude.

by this board lasted little over an hour 
and she was not represented by coun- 
sel. 

Mrs. Pankkhurst told the immigration 
officials that. her purpose in coming to 
America was not to advocate the mili- 
tant method for obtaining suffrgee, but 
to lecture upon the history and the 
Progress of the cause In England” 

PRAISES AMERICAN WOMEN, 

“I am not coming to America to tell 
American women how to get the vote,” 
Mrs. Pankhurst announced when the in 
Spectors had left her. “They appear to 
be abundantly able to manage their own 
campaign. Their progress has been re 
markable and they need no foreign lead- 
ership.” 

There was no touch of militancy 
about Mrs. Pankhurst’s face or figure 
as sho chatted with the newspaper men.

The Sulzer Verdict. 


In removing William Sulzer from the governorship 
of New York, the court of impeachment has fulfilled 
public expectation. The trial opened with popular 
sentiment distinctly in the governor's favor; it was 
the earnest wish, if not the belief, of great numbers 
of people the country over that he would vindicate 
himself of every serious charge. Geenral opinion 
was that his errors, whatever they might have been, 
were slips of judgment rather than of character; and 
everyone knew that the thunders which Tammany 
set rolling about his head were provoked not by the 
wrongs he had done but by the right he was striving 
to do. 

& As the trial proceeded, however, 
weakness of Sulzer became more and more evident. 
‘The hope that he would face his accusers boldly and 
put them down with a plain, straightforward tale was 
Aelied. He pinned his faith to technicalities instead 
of candor. Under his evasiveness and silence, the’ 
public's trust in the man gradually waned. There 
was a sincere and a very wholesome desire on the 
part of most people to believe him innocent despite 


the inherent 


suspicious circumstances, but as day followed day and 
“ho word of stout-hearted, reasonable defense 
from the governor, the feebleness of his cause grew 
\inmistakable. The court’s verdict was morally fore- 


came 


gone. 

The conviction of William Sulzer, however, in no 
wise vindicates the Tammany machine that attacked 
him. ‘The governor, stripped of his power and pres- 
tige, is regarded more in sorrow than in anger; the 
court itself acquitted him of the more criminal 
charges he faced and declared that he should not be 
disqualified from seeking and holding public office 
again. But for he corrupt Tammany ring that stood 
tn the hypocritical role of accuser, there is no trace of 
popular sympathy or approval. 

Tammany has its revenge on the governor who 
dared defy it but whose ’scutcheon bore a fatal blot. 
it is a revenge, however, which promises to cost the 
machine dearly. It has served, as perhaps no other 
incident could, to unite all friends of free govern- 
ment in New York state against this brutal oli- 
garchy. The people have seen that no governor who 
is bound to Tammany can be loyal to them aud that 
no governor who opposes Tammany can survive, 
unless he is of truly heroic mettle. Furthermore, 
they have seen that so long as the Tammany ring 
is left in control the chances of useful, liberal legis- 
lation are practically void. 

Wiliam Sulzer went to disgrace because he re- 
fused to turn over the government to Boss Murphy, 
because he asserted his independence-and strove for 
the enactment, of a direct primaries law whereby the 
people could nominate their own candidates. Had he 
yielded to the machine, he would still be governor. 
Or, had he resisted earlier temptations, had he been 
the full stature of real statesmanship, he would ulti- 
mately have triumphed. The outlooming lesson of 
this trial and the events which preceded it is the 
hopelessness of free and honest government in New 
York until Tammany is overthrown.

The lat- 
ter are strongly embattled behind Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Walsh, whose record is good and whose ability 
is conspicuous. The Democratic party in Massachu- 
setts as in the nation is committed to definite prin- 
ciples and a definite program. It will poll a solid 
vote. : 

The Republicans, on the contrary, are far from 
cohesive. Congressman Gardner is conducting his 
campaign independently of the State Republican com- 
mittee. He is too progressive for the reactionaries 
and too reactionary for the “Progressives.” The 
“Progressive” organization, :t should be noted, has 
nominated its own candidate, Charles Sumner Bird; 
there is thus no chance for coalition with the old 
camp. The Republican vote will be divided among 
several candiates, Foss being one of them. The 
Democratic vote will count fora single result. The 
Boston Evening Transcript, a distinguished opponent 
of Democratic policies, makes the significant obser- 
vation: “General opinion is that Walsh, Gardner and 
Bird are running in the order named.”

Confusing Street Names 


The sameness or similarity of names borne by a 
number of Atlanta streets often leads to serious con- 
fusion in the delivery of mail. The postmaster’s re- 
quest that council do something to remedy this unnec- 
essary condition should win a prompt and favorable 
response. 

The fact is the entire system of the city’s street- 
marking and house numbering is inadequate. A 
stranger finds it exceedingly difficult to locate points 
beyond the business center. Street signs made of 
wood are easily destroyed or displaced; many thor- 
oughfares have no such guides. Houses are numbered 
higgledy-piggledy, so that it is almost impossible to 
calculate distance by blocks. 

These defects together with the sameness of street 
names, should be corrected. They are a source of in- 
convenience and delay in the delivery of parcels as 
well as mail and are a nuisance to the public.

FIRE PREVENTION 


According to the opinions of experts, fully one-half 
of the fires in the United States are either due to pre- 
ventable causes or could have been checked before any 
material damage had been done if the proper means 
had been provided Consequently, fire prevention as- 
umes a more important place in the minds of those 
who have given attention to the subject, than the 
means of protection after the fire has been allowed to 
make headway. If no fire is started no protectién is 
required. In many parts of the country fire preven- 
tion organizations are springing up. A number have 
organized under the auspices of state or municipal 
governments. The National Fire Protective associa- 
tion now has an active committtée devoted to the or- 
ganization of+state fire prevention associations. Such 
organizations co-operate with the state fire marshal, 
with work shops and factories, dhd also with the state 
board of health, in securing interest in @ll measures 
calculated to prevent the starting of fires. ¥ 


One of the first states to organize a fire prevention 
association was Oo and within two years a noticeable 
decrease in the number of fires could be traced di- 
rectly to its work. One of its distinct lines of work 
has been to secure the co-operation of the board of 
education in providing a course of primal education 
in the public schools as to the causes of. fire, how to 
guard against them, how to extinguish incipient fires, 
and how to hold them in check while awaiting the re- 
sponse of the fire department. Many of these chil- 
dren are of foreign descent. Their parents may be 
unable to read the English language and thus are rare- 
ly familiar with the printed fire regulations. Talks 
are given by competent firemen in which the fire 
alarm system is explained and the uses of the small 
fire extinguishers foun. in most public buildings is 
demonstrated. As a result of the instructions given in 
school a boy in Norwalk puflea an alarm for a fire he 
saw in a large grain elevator. He cut his finger upon 
the glass of the box, but by reason of his prompt ‘ac- 
tion a conflagration was checked. In Ohio, Montana, 
Nebraska and lowa special provision has been made 
for the systematic instruction of school children in 
fire prevention.

Considerable literature upon the subject is being 
prepared. Two circulars have been used in New Eng: 
jJand entitled “Please Learn To” and “Please Don’ 
‘The “Please Learn’ To” circular invites every individ- 
ual to learn to locate the fire alarm nearest him, to 
send in a fire alarm, to speak distinctly when calling 
the fire department by telephone, to use @ fire extin- 
guisher, and a number of other things that will help 


+to secure prompt attention when the fire department 


is needed.

The “Please Don't” circular requests the reader not 
to go into closets with lighted matches, not to kindle 
fires in stoves with kerosene, not to put hot ashes 
in wooden boxes or barrels, not to use gasoline for 
cleaning in & closed room, not to allow rubbish to ac- 
cumulate in hallways and corners, not to leave matches 
lying around, not to fail to look twice at anything re- 
sembling the beginning of a fire, or to fail to notify 
the chief of the fire department of anything you may 
see which is dangerous and Mable to cause fire, “Re- 
member that every day is fire prevention day.” 


Th National. Board of Fire Underwriters urges 
governors and state fire marshals to set aside a fire 
prevention day in which every possible effort shall 
be made to teach the people at large, including fac- 
tory workers and school children how to minimize the 
danger of fire as well as how to suppress and evade 
it, The governors are urged to appoint such a day 
by proclamation, calling attention to the enormous 
annual fire waste in this country, and urging the citi- 
zens to take steps to reduce it. Appropriate exercises 
can be held in the public schools. This day can be in 
conjunction “with the “clean-up” day which Is now be- 
coming so generally popular. It can be ékplained that, 
the cleaning up of rubbish is a most, effective means 
of fire prevention as some of the greatest conflagra- 
tions upon record have been caused by the dropping of 
a spark upon a pile of dry leaves, paper, rags or other 
trash.

The city of New York organized its fire prevention 
bureau two years ago as a part of the fire depart- 
ment. An appropriation was made for the employment 
of experts and an experienced deputy fire chief was 
placed at its head. The elimination of rubbish was 
the first step. Thousands of orders were issued com- 
pelling owners and tenants to clean up neglected cor- 
ners, “Smoking prohibited” signs were tacked in all 
large non-fireproof buildings and steps were taken 
toward enforcing this rule. The remedying of d@anger- 
ous exits was taken up and last year over 1,800 orders 
were issued calling for improvement in this direction. 
Fifty thousand placaras emphasizing the danger of 
careless handling of matches and instructing nouse- 
wives how to fight fire in their homes were distributed 


throughout the city. 
eee 


An exhaustive investigation of incendiarism and 
its connection with the fire insurance of the city was 
also made, This preved that at least 25 per cent of 
the fires of the city were due to this cause, and a sud- 
den cessation of fires in certain localities followed the 
publication of the report upon arson and the subse- 
quent conviction of a large number ofvJirebugs, crooked 
adjusters and agents, upon the evidence furnished by 
the men who conducted the jnveStigation. It was 
shown that some fire insurance companies made no 
prior inspection upon ordinary household risks. Poll- 
cies amounting to $127,500 were obtained upon a small 
collection of household junk actually worth less than 
$5. A bill correcting this insurance evil was prepared 
for the legislature. Although it was defeated last 
year its influence has been Strongly felt and its ultimate 
passage is probable. 

Ex-Chief Edwin F. Croker, of New York, was so 
affected by the lack of preventive measures taken in * 
the Triangle shirtwaist factory when 150 girl workers 
lost their lives despite the most valtant efforts of the 
fire department that he gave up his office to devote 
his time wholly to fire preventive work. He claims 
that nine out of every ten great fires could be read- 
ily extinguished by any person during the first five 
or ten minutes of their existence. After that they 
could be materialty held in check until the arrival of 
the fire department if only those who were present 
knew how. All fires are small at the beginning. They 
may come from ga&, rats’ nests, oil-soaked cotton, ex- 
posed electric wires and hundreds of other causes, and 
may smoulder for hours before breaking into flame. 
If every individual would constitute himself a com- 
mittee of one to extinguish promptly any little smoul- 
dering fire as soon as found, hundreds of large fires 
would be prevented each year. 

eee 

The laws governing fire prevention in all large 
buildings have received much greater attention. than 
have those for private homes. In view of the care- 
less methods which Prevail in most households in Amer- 
ica the wonder Is not that fires are so frequent but 
that they are so rare. Each day fires occur in houses 
from the careless use of gasoline. In Washington 
City a few years ago a woman was disfigured for life, 
a plumber was killed, and a fire which demolished 
three houses started because some Oriental rugs had 
been cleaned with gasoline in an upstairs room. The 
room was left closed and the day’ following a plumber 
wus engaged to make some repairs. He entered the 
room with his lighted stove and an explosion and fire 
resulted. In some cities now the street cars are 
Piacarded with the advertisement of a non-inflamma- 
ble cleansing fluid bearing the words “For safety's 
sake give us gasoline.” Yet until some legal restric 
tion prevents the sale of gasoline, excepting for speci- 


fied purposes, the dangers from its uses in the home 
will continua

Berlin---A City of 
: Youthful Gayety 


Ah, Berlin, how little the world knows you! It 
sees you fat of figure, an Adam's apple struggling 
with your every vowel, ponderous of temperament. It 
sees you a Sullen and varicose mistress, whose dra- 
peries hang heavy and ludicrous from a pudgy form. It 
sees you, a portly, pursy, foolish Undine struggling 
awkwardly from out a cyclopean vat of beer. Wi: 
American journalists, commissioned to explore your 
soul, have returned characteristically to announce that 
you “in your German way” (American synonyms: ele- 
phantine, phlegmatic, stodgy, clumsy, sluggish) seek 
desperately to appropriate, in ferocious lech to be met- 
ropolitan, the “Spirit of Paris” (American synonyms: 
silk stockings, “wine, Maxim's, jevousaime, Rat Mort). 
Wise old. philosophers! Translating you in terms of 
your palaces of prostitution, your Palais de Danse, 
your Admirals-Casinos, your Riche Cafes, your Fleder- 
mauses. As well render the spirit of Vienna in the 
key of the Kartnerstrasse at 11 of the Austrian night; 
as well play the spirit of Paris in the discords of its 
Montmartre, in the leaden pitch of its Pre Catelan at 
sunrise. 

But the essence of a city is never here. Berlin is 
not she who beckons by night in the Friedrichstrasse, 
nor the frowsy she who sings in the bier cabarets that 
hover about the Lichtprungsaal. Berlin, under the 


stars, is the sound of soldiers singing near the Bran- 
denburger Tor, the peaceful bauer and his frau Han- 
nah and his young daughters Lilla and Mia lodged be- 
fore their abend bier at 4 bare table on the darker side 
of the far Jagerstrasse; Berlin is Heinrich, gallant rear 
private of Regiment 10, publicly and with audible ado 
encircling the waist of his most*recent engel on a bench 
in the Linden promenade.

Methodism—¥piscopal Methodism— 
has five conferences, viz; the church 
conference, quarterly conference, dis- 


trict conference, annual conference and 
general wonferences 

The first is the congregational meet- 
ing, presided over by the pastor. The 
quarterly conference is the business 
meeting of the station. circuit or mis- 
sion, when the presiding clder presides 
and preaches. The 
is the meeting of 
preachers and 
elder’s district. 


district conference 
the pastors, local 
laymen of a presiding 
‘The annual conference 
is the yearly meeting of the presiding 
elders, preachers and lay delegates from 
each district. A bishop presides at the 
annual onference. The work of the year 
is reviewed and plans are made for the 
coming year. Here the appointments 
are made by the bishop and his cabinet. 
The general conference is the only 
law-making body of the Methodist 
chureh. It meets once every four 
years. ‘It is composed of an equal num 
ber of clerical and lay delegates elect- 
ed by the annual conferences. 
TWO GEORGIA CONFERENCES. 
The Methodist Episcopal church, 
South, has two annual conferences in 
Georgia. It was in Georgia that Wesley 
lived and labored for two years. It 
was in Georgia, so his journal says, 
that “Methodism had its second rise.'’ 
To the people called Methodists Sa- 
vannah is one of the most interesting 
spots in the world. 
Of all kinds there 
7,000,000 Methodists in the land, Colum- 
bus found. Of these 3,500,000 are in 
the Methodist Episcopal church, North 
The church in the south has 2,250,000 
In the two Georgia conferences there 
are more than 210.000 members. 
Accbrding to the Bear Books of 1912 
there are 440 local preachers in Geor- 
sia. A few of these are doing the 
work of itinerant preacher: Others 
do real service in various ways. There 
are 505 pastoral charges in the two 
conferences. These make up the twen- 
ty-one districts of Georgia Methodism.

BISHOP DENNY TO PRESIDE. 

Bishop Goltms Denny will preside at 
Elberton. He is no stranger in north 
Georgia, although he has never held a 
conference in the state. Bishop Denny 
a native of Virginia. For many years 
he was connected with Vanderbilt uni- 
versity. He is a man of real ability and 
exact scholarship. The North Georgia 
conference is no inconsiderable body to 
preside over, It is one of the largest 
annual conferences in world-wide Meth- 
odism. It has some strong men among 
its leaders. Bishop Denny is coming to 
no small meeting at Elberton, but he 
will be equal to his responsibilities and 
well able to bear his own burden. 

The South Georgia conference is for- 
tunate enough to have a home-raised 
Georgia bishop this fall, These preach- 
ers love and honor all their chief pastors, 
but in a special way do they love War- 
ren Candler and delight to do him honor. 
Nowhere in southern Methodism woulda 
Bishop Candler be more welcome than 
in south Georgia. 

MATTERS FO COME UP. 

The conferences are always full of 
work and interest, but this year they 
are specially so. In addition to the 
usual annual work there will be the 
election of delegates to the general con- 
ference, which meets next May in Okla- 
homa City. This is one of the truly 
great religious bodies of the world, and 
to have a place in it is esteemed a great 
honor, The north Georgia body has 
seven delegates from its clerical mem. 
bership, while the south Georgia has 
six. There are also an equal number 
of lay delegates clected. 

The conferences will also vote on the 
questions of laity rights for the women 
of Methodism and on the change of the 
name of the church. There is a grow- 
ing number of people who favor letting 
the women have a voice and vote in the 
conferences of the church, quarterly, 
istrict, annual and general. It is not 
proposed to make them pastors and pre- 
siding elders, but to let them be the 
same as the laymen in all the meetings 
of the church. There is also a growing 

ntiment in favor of dropping the word 
south” from the church name. Rev. 
H. M, Dubose, D. D., of Atlanta, is one 
of the strong men of Methodism who 
favors the omission of the sectional 
word. He proposes the “Methodist 
Episcopal church in America’ instead 
of “the Methodist church, south.” It is 
possible also that the question of inter- 
collegiate athletics may be before the 
conference in some way. ‘The burning 
question of who controls Vanderbilt 
university will also be “among these 
present.” 

The members and visitors are right 
glad when a question comes up that 
calls for debate. In both conferences 
there are some strong debates. Geor; 
Methodists are coriservative and do hot 
Tun over themselves in an effort to take 
up and on with the novel and the new; 
but some changes are bound to come in

Some of their meet- 
ings have been mectings of pentecostal 
power and results. 

Rev. John S. Jenkins, missionary sec- 
retary and evangelist, has magnified 
his office and has done a great work. 

SCENES OF MEETINGS. 

Macon and Elberton are mighty good 
places to visit at any time, and they 
both know how to do the great thing in 
taking care of a Methodist conference 
and making all the visitors have ‘a 
regular Georgia camp meeting time. 
Macon is getting ready for conference 
by shutting up her clubs and near beer 
saloons. All honor to the good men 
back of this movement, and God give 
us more judges like Matthews. ° Eigh- 
teen years ago the North Georgia con- 
ference met in Elberton and many who 
were there are hungry to gct back. But 
they will scarcely recognize the little 
city, so greatly has it Improved in that 
time. Rev. W. N. Ainsworth, of Ma- 
con, and Rev. R. C. Cleckler, of Elber- 
ton, will be conference hosts and they 
need no one to show them how. They 
are both strong men and very popular 
with their people. The conferences are 
fortunate in their places of meeting, 
and Macon and Elberton are fortunate 
and blessed in having these bodies to 
assemble within their gates. It should 
mean much to them religiously. Thou- 
sands of prayers are going up to God 
daily for great grace to be with these 
two meetings in November.

The Great Hagerstown, Md., Fair 


HE poultry exhibit at this 

great show this year far ex- 

ceeded in numbers the show 
conducted last year, and the qual- 
ity was even a still greater im- 
provement. No one can _ realize 
what a change and how things are 
improving in poultry unless they 
can attend such a show as is con- 
ducted at Hagerstown, Md. This is 
undoubtedly the greatest poultry 
show that is conducted in the 
United States, and birds that can 
win at Hagerstown can safely go out 
and win at any other show in 
America.

The breeders certainly are live, wide-awake 
and at work, and improving every variety year by year until some of 
the most perfect specimens are now exhibited that the world has ever 
seen, and such as was thought a few years ago could not possibly be pro- 
duced. Not only thousands of them perfect in shape and color but condi- 
tioned to perfection, and in this one respect the winning birds nearly 
every time could be traced to the man who had them in the best condi- 
tion and the best trained at the time of the show. 

Anyone who is interested in the breeding of fancy fowls could cer- 
tainly learn much, be highly entertained and be inspired to go on and 
do better work now than ever before in this great industry. At a show 
of this kind where competition is so keen it- was nothing to see probably 
fifty different birds competing for the two money prizes offered and the 
other three ribbons. In that section of country where competition is so 
strong people to get business certainly have to pay dear and work hard 
to get it. If the people of the south had such to contend with they would 
never go in the poultry business, and the easy sailing that we have here 
compared to what the eastern and western breeder has to contend with 
to get business convinces mt more than ever that we do not appreciate 
or realize the great opportunities that we now have. 

It was not an unsual thing to find forty to fifty strictly fancy speci- 
mens competing for the five prizes offered in one class. It is easy in 
this section to go in a big class and pick out two or three, or even five 
extra fancy birds, but it was quite different at Hagerstown to see the 
big string, every one a strictly good one, and it certainly did take some 
guessing and hard work to pick the winners as they would be so close to- 
gether and every one so fine in quality that it required the most careful 
study and inspecting to get the best birds placed in the right positions. 

The display of Rhode Island Reds numbered something over two hun- 
dred birds, such a class as probably was never brought out before, The 
Barred Plymouth Rock elass of over 200 birds showed a most wonderful 
improvement and the highest quality that was probably ever exhibited at 
a show, dozens of the very fanciest. specimens. White Leghorns were 
brought out in large number, especially in single birds, some of the most 
perfect birds ever exhibited and the interest in this class was something 
unusual. The White Wyandottes are certainly,on a boom again, and it 
will be many a day before such a class will be brought together as were 
shown at this show. It would be hard to numerate the different classes 
or mention all of the varieties, and no 
one can appreciate such a show unless 
they could see it themselyes.
